Grieving sister slams decision to withhold hospital bed

A GRIEVING woman has slammed 
the decision to refuse her brother a 
hospital bed at home in the days 
before his death. 

Ann Griffiths says Clifford Bide, 
of Mandeville Close, Harlow, fell out 
of bed every day after his release 
from Princess Alexandra Hospital 
last month. He died on Friday after 
being readmitted. 

Garden 

Mr Bide, 63, who was suffering 
from end-stage liver disease and 
cancer, wanted to spend his last few 
days at home looking at his garden. 

Ms Griffith said: “He didn’t have a 
chance. He kept falling out of bed. 

“There was a complete lack of 
care. He had absolutely no quality of 
life in his last few days.”

Three thugs 
attack man, 
78, in his 
own home 

A PENSIONER was treated in 
hospital after suffering facial 
injuries when he was assaulted 
in his own home by three 
masked thugs. 

Police have this week appealed 
for witnesses to the attack which 
took place The Briars, Harlow, 
early on Friday evening. 

According to detectives, the 78- 
year-old victim was confronted 
by the trio when he answered a 
knock at the front door of his 
home shortly before 5pm. 

They forced their way into the 
property and assaulted the man 
before stealing items of jewellery 
and a quantity of cash and 
making their escape. 

Injuries 

The pensioner was taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
where he was treated for injuries 
to his face. 

Police officers carried out 
house-to-house enquiries and a 
forensic examination was 
carried out at the scene. 

The victim was only able to 
give officers limited descriptions 
of his assailants as all of them 
were wearing balaclavas, but 
anyone who saw a group of 
people acting suspiciously in the 
area around the time of the 
incident to contact police.

AN illegal Traveller enca¬ 
mpment in Harlow Town 
Park will not be moved on by 
Essex Police because the 
land “is not in constant use 
by members of the public”, 
Harlow Council said this 
week. 

The authority joined in 
criticism of the county force 
just days after Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon accused the 
constabulary of “failings” 
over its handling of the Trav¬ 
ellers situation. 

There are currently eight 
caravans on the Show- 
ground car park. The group 
were served with a direction 
to leave notice, ordering 
them to move from the site 
by 10am last Monday, (Nov¬ 
ember 24). 

Harlow Council said it 
asked Essex Police to con¬ 
sider using powers under 
Section 61 of the Criminal 
Justice and Public Order 
Act as it was a public car 
park, adding: “The police 
did not use their powers as 
the car park is not in con¬ 
stant use by members of the 
public.” 

On Friday afternoon Just¬ 
ice Minister Chris Grayling 
joined Mr Halfon and Harlow 
councillors Simon Carter 
and David Carter on a tour of 
the unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments currently in Harlow. 

Afterwards, Mr Grayling 
said: “Clearly there is a very

big problem to have that 
many illegal Traveller enca¬ 
mpments staying on public 
areas and moving from site 
to site.” 

Mr Grayling said he 
would look into the possib¬ 
ility of tightening the “ legal 
loopholes” in regard to Trav¬ 
ellers in Harlow being able 
to park in public spaces and 
moving from one place to 
another following court pro¬ 
ceedings or the serving of 


direction to leave notices. 

“Whatever the rights and 
wrongs of the situation, 
occupying children’s play 
parks is not acceptable to 
me,” he added. “In my con¬ 
stituency we have a huge 
visiting community every 
year which causes very few 
problems. This is because 
police have been robust and 
very quick to act.”. 

Mr Grayling urged resid¬ 
ents to put pressure on the 


police and local authorities 
to work more swiftly to move 
on unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments. 

There are currently 14 
caravans on Essex County 
Council-owned land in Cold- 
harbour Road and five cara¬ 
vans on Harlow Council- 
owned land at Passmores 
House. 

Some caravans have moved 
on to the Astra House car 
park in Edinburgh Way. 


Waterways charity 
tackles outbreak of 
plant posing a threat 
to fish in River Stort 



AN outbreak of a plant which 
can grow up to 20cm a day, cause 
flooding and kill off native plants 
and fish is affecting a stretch of 
the River Stort between Harlow 
and Bishop’s Stortford. 

Floating pennywort is able to 
double its weight in as little as 
three days and continues to grow 
during the winter months unless 
there is a hard frost. 

The plant can cause flooding 
by blocking overflow sluices and 
disrupting the ecology of the 
river, smothering local plants 
and killing fish. 

According to the Canal & 

River Trust, it spreads in large 
clumps over the surface, 
depriving the water and riverbed 
of both light and oxygen. If left 
unchecked it can clog the river 
and prevent navigation, fouling 
the propellers of boats. 

A team from the trust is now 
tackling the problem. 

Rick Jones, the trust’s 
customer operations supervisor, 
said: “Pennywort may look a bit 
like a load of floating lettuces but 
it’s actually pretty horrible stuff. 

“It is a priority that we tackle 
this plant growth because it can 
threaten our ability to control 
flooding, maintain fish stocks 
and protect the local ecology. 
We’ve acted quickly so are 
confident that we’ll get the better 
of it.”

Police officer 
accused of 
assaulting 
fare dodger 

A POLICE officer working in the royal 
protection unit was recorded on CCTV 
pushing a fare dodger against a train 
window and then sitting on him, a 
court heard this week. 

PC Mark Schleich, who lives in 
Harlow, told a jury at Luton Crown 
Court he believed the level of force he 
used was “appropriate”. 

The 51-year-old officer denies a 
charge of common assault on the 
afternoon of June 9 last year and 
perverting the course of justice by 
lying in a statement about what 
happened. 

The court heard PC Schleich was 
travelling by train from Harlow Mill to 
start a nightshift at Buckingham 
Palace when he intervened after 
another passenger, Charlie Simkins, 
abused two ticket inspectors who had 
caught him travelling without a ticket. 

The jury was shown footage from 
the train carriage that showed PC 
Schleich grabbing Simkins and 
pushing him up against the train 
window before putting him down on 
the train seat and sitting on him. 

PC Schleich told the court: “I felt 
the level of force I had to use was 
appropriate. I didn’t have to take it to 
a level where I had to strike him.” 

The officer said he had shown his 
warrant card to a ticket inspector 
which allowed him to travel for free. 
Later, a second inspector returned and 
asked him if he was a police officer. 

“He told me he and colleague had 
come across a man who did not have a 
ticket and who had been abusive, 
aggressive and threatening and he 
asked if I would accompany him and 
assist,” said PC Schleich. 

“As I walked through I could hear a 
man shouting and swearing. He was 
swearing at the ticket guy I asked him 
to stop swearing at the ticket guy He 
continued and I asked him again and 
said to him that people on the train 
wouldn’t want to hear him swearing.” 

When Simikins got up to leave the 
train PC Schleich stopped him. “He 
had committed a criminal offence,” 
said the officer. “He got up and 
attempted to escape. He told me to get 
out of the way I was asked to act and I 
did. 

“Once he made the decision to get 
up there was no time to react. I am 
happy with the way I dealt with it.” 

Asked if he had given a “perfect 
statement” about the events, PC 
Schleich replied: “I am a human 
being, not a computer recording 
machine. Certain things I 
remembered, certain things I didn’t.” 

The trial continues.

A WOMAN who says she was unable 
to give her dying brother his last wish 
has blamed a lack of support and care 
he received from Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Ann Griffiths, 62, has criticised the 
Harlow hospital for not providing a 
medical bed at the home of her ter- 
minally-ill brother Clifford Bide. 

Mr Bide, 63, who was suffering 
from end stage liver disease, wanted 
to spend his final days at his home in 
Mandeville Close, Harlow. 

He was discharged from PAH on 
Saturday, November 15 but Ms Grif¬ 
fiths said he fell from his bed every 
day while he was at home. He was 
eventually taken back into the hos¬ 
pital where he died on Thursday. 

“He fell every day since he came 
home,” said Ms Griffiths. “That’s 
what really upset me. When Clifford 
died he was bruised from head to 
toe.” 

She added: “I’m upset and angry. He 
just wanted to come home and be in 
his garden and I couldn’t give him his 
last wish.” 

Ms Griffiths, 62, who lives in 
Epping, said she was told her brother 
did not meet the criteria for a hospital 
bed. “I wanted support and help and 
this is what I got,” she said. “He 
would have been quite content to look 
out to his garden for the last week of 
his life and I couldn’t give him that.” 

Ms Griffiths said she did not under¬ 
stand why her brother, who struggled 
to get out of bed, was denied a medical 
bed which would have prevented him 
from falling. 

“They never explained why, they 
just kept saying he didn’t meet the 
criteria,” she said. 


After meeting with hospital bosses 
on Monday to discuss her complaints, 
she said: “I told them ‘Care? Where’s 
the care?’ They just didn’t provide the 
care people need as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned.” 

A post-mortem examination is due 
to take place to establish the cause of 
Mr Bide’s death. 

A hospital spokesman told the 
Star: “We would like to extend our 
deepest sympathies to Mr Bide’s fam¬ 
ily and to assure them that we will 
look into all their concerns. 

“Before Mr Bide left hospital on 
November 15, our occupational ther¬ 
apy team carried out a full functional 
assessment which showed that he 
was independently mobile, able to get 
in and out of bed without help and to 
move around freely with the assist¬ 
ance of a frame. 

“Our senior medical team con¬ 


cluded that Mr Bide, who lived alone 
and was not confined to bed at the 
time of discharge, did not require a 
medical bed with side rails. Such a 
bed would have hampered his free 
movement and would only have been 
appropriate for a patient requiring 
24-hour nursing care, with staff on 
hand at all times to help raise and 
lower the sides. 

“Mr Bide accepted our assessment 
and said he was satisfied with the 
support we had put in place, includ¬ 
ing four visits a day from a com¬ 
munity health team, a telephone 
alarm system, adaptations to his 
bungalow, and a pressure-relieving 
mattress. 

“Whilst we believe we have acted 
entirely appropriately and in Mr 
Bide’s best interests, we will, of 
course, fully investigate Ms Grif¬ 
fiths’ complaint.”

AN animal welfare officer who 
helps London’s most distressed 
and badly-treated cats has been 
named RSPCA Superstar of the 
Year. 

Hayley Plows, 30, who lives in 
Harlow, picked up the award at the 
RSPCA and Daily Mirror Animal 
Hero Awards. 

Former Stewards School pupil 
Hayley is head of an outreach 
programme run by the animal 
charity’s Central London branch, 
working with people suffering 
from mental health problems and 
drug addictions. 

In many cases the pet owners 
and the animals she is trying to 
help live in appalling conditions, 
with some households having as 
many as 50 cats. 

“There are some tough days but 
it’s helping people and educating 
them about their pet’s welfare 
needs that drives me,” said Hay¬ 
ley. 


“Owners often have mental 
health problems or drug and alco¬ 
hol addictions, but I know that 
with some intervention and per¬ 
sistence you see vast improve¬ 
ments in the wellbeing of both the 
pets and the owners.” 

She added: “That’s the reward¬ 
ing part, seeing happy animals 
and happy owners. It’s the best 
feeling. 

“It's not always about removing 
animals and telling people off 
either. Lots of people just need the 
right advice and support.” 

Hayley works closely with the 
police and local authorities, helps 
RSPCA inspectors and conducts 
home visits for potential fosterers 
and adopters. 

She is also responsible for trap¬ 
ping colonies of feral cats, arran¬ 
ging for them to be neutered and 
finding them new homes on farms 
in the countryside. 

She was presented with her 
award at a ceremony hosted by 
Britain’s Got Talent judge Aman¬ 
da Holden at the Grosvenor House 


Hotel in London last Wednesday 
evening. 

In total 12 awards were handed 
out to animals, their owners and 
volunteers in recognition of 
amazing acts of bravery and loy¬ 
alty. 

Hayley, who does not know who 
nominated her, said: “I felt totally 
overwhelmed and quite emotion¬ 
al after receiving the award. I 
couldn’t believe it when my name 
was called out, I could barely 
string a sentence together. I just 
felt so honoured and proud. 

“Being recognised by your 
peers is amazing. It’s always great 
to feel you are doing a good job 
and that others have noticed and 
that you are appreciated. 

“For me it’s much more about 
how rewarding my role is every 
day and how I’m so lucky to work 
with such a dedicated team of 
animal lovers.” 

Hayley also supports the 
RSPCA financially, recently rais¬ 
ing £850 by cycling 152 miles in a 
day.

A GROUP set up in Harlow three 
years ago to help and support 
disabled children and adults and 
their families has been granted 
charitable status. 

Upwards with Downs was star¬ 
ted in 2011 by two mums, 
Christina Griffiths and Audrey 
Soyam. Both Christina’s youngest 
daughter, Francesca, 3, and 
Audrey’s son, Matthew, 3, have 
Down’s Syndrome. 

It holds regular meetings at the 
Tree House Children’s Centre in 
Parnall Road and organises social 
events and activities to support 
people whose lives have been 
affected by the condition. 

Paperwork 

Tara Bowers, who serves on the 
committee after joining the group 
about a year after it was formed, 
said it has taken four months for 
Upwards with Downs to become 
an official charity. 

“There was a lot of paperwork,” 
she said, “but it’s all worth it as it

is a big deal for us. 

“In terms of funding it means 
we will be able to do more in terms 
of fundraising and it will allow us 
to apply for grants to improve on 
what we already provide and, 
hopefully, expand. 

“We are now also affiliated to 
the Down’s Syndrome Associ¬ 
ation so our details are on their 
website as a contact for new par¬ 
ents. It means that we will hope¬ 
fully attract more members and 
be in close contact with the DSA to 
keep us fully up-to-date.” 


Syndrome will have a degree of 
learning difficulty although most 
people will walk, talk, read, 
write and lead semi¬ 
independent lives

The group is also hoping to set 
up regular meetings with Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital to 
provide a working partnership for 
new parents whose babies are 
born with Down’s or who are 
expecting a baby with the con¬ 
dition. 

Tara said: “We have in the past 
met with the staff in the hospital’s 
maternity unit and given them 
information packs to give to new 
parents. 

“However, we haven’t been 
doing this consistently so we’re

hoping to arrange a meeting with 
PAH again to talk things over and 
hopefully put something struc¬ 
tured in place so that maternity 
staff know what to do and who to 
contact following the birth or dia¬ 
gnosis prenatally of a baby with 
Down’s Syndrome. 

Difficult 

“It can be a difficult time for 
parents and having the support of 
Upwards with Downs can make a 
huge difference.” 

The charity, whose members 
range in age from a few months to 
someone in their mid-40s, has

recently had another reason to 
celebrate after finishing runner- 
up in a public vote run by the 
Lloyds Bank Community Fund. 

It was awarded £2,000, losing 
out on the top prize of £3,000 by 
just 40 votes. The money will help 
towards speech and language ses¬ 
sions for the children and future 
activities for all members. 

“We do have speech therapy but 
it isn’t as regular as we would like 
as it’s proving very expensive,” 
explained Tara. “The £2,000 from 
the community fund will pay for 
sessions on a weekly basis. 

“The money will go towards 


heavily subsiding the speech ther¬ 
apy sessions. 

“It will make a huge amount of 
difference to the children and 
their parents. With our children it 
is speech and communication 
which is the main difficulty and 
having the therapy sessions will 
increase the skills they already 
have. 

“We are over the moon to 
receive the money, it will help so 
much.”

POLICE in Essex are piloting a 
new match-funding scheme 
which means law-abiding 
residents will benefit from the 
proceeds of crime. 

In a pioneering initiative 
being introduced for the first 
time in the UK, the county force 
will work in conjunction with 
the Essex Community 
Foundation, an independent 
charitable trust. 

It means that each year money 
from the sale of property and 
items seized from criminals will 
be recycled to provide grants to 
voluntary and community 
organisations for community 
safety projects in the county.

life-saving police officers 
to receive bravery awards 


Pair climbed on roof to restrain man bleeding heavily from gash wounds 


TWO police officers whose swift-thinking 
and bravery saved the life of man attempt¬ 
ing to kill himself are to receive awards in 
recognition of their actions. 

PC James Marshall and PC James Ruijs 
will be presented with certificates of com¬ 
mendation from the Royal Humane Society 
following the incident in Greygoose Park, 
Harlow, in August. 

The pair were also praised by society 
secretary Dick Wilkinson when he 
announced their awards at the organisa¬ 
tions headquarters in London. 

The two officers were called to the scene 
of the incident after receiving reports that 


a man was on a roof gashing himself with a 
pair of scissors. 

Their initial plan was to subdue him 
with a taser so that he could be detained 
and prevented from causing further harm 
to himself but they decided against that 
course of action because they feared he 
might fall. 

Taking up the story of what happened 
next, Mr Wilkinson said: “He had already 
inflicted serious injuries to himself with 
the scissors. Major blood vessels were 
exposed and the officers decided that taser- 
ing him was not an option as it could have 
caused him to fall off the roof. 


“Instead they moved in and managed to 
physically restrain him. PC Ruijs then 
applied a tea towel to the open neck wound 
to stem the bleeding. PC Marshall also 
applied pressure to a wrist injury. 

“However, as well as fighting to stem the 
bleeding they also had to restrain the man 
who was struggling violently.” 

“Both officers ended up covered in blood 
but they succeeded in preventing the man 
from killing himself. They richly deserve 
the awards they are to receive.” 

No date has yet been fixed for the 
presentation of the awards which have 
been made following a recommendation 


from Essex Police but it is expected to take 
place in the near future. 

The Royal Humane Society was founded 
in 1774 by two medical men, William Hawes 
and Thomas Cogan, whose primary motive 
was to promote techniques of resuscit¬ 
ation. As it emerged that numerous people 
were prepared to put their own lives at risk 
to save others, the society started an 
awards scheme. 

Since it was set up the society, which is a 
registered charity funded by voluntary 
donations, has considered in excess of 
86,000 cases and made over 200,000 
awards.

But council repeats its call for new junction

ESSEX County Council will con¬ 
tinue to push for a new Mil junc¬ 
tion at Harlow despite a promise 
of £50m to improve the current 
layout. 

The Government announced on 
Monday it has earmarked the 
money for works at the existing 
junction 7 of the motorway. 

The proposed improvements at 
the busy junction are designed to 
provide quicker access to and 
from the town and make devel¬ 
opment easier. 

The Government said the 
upgrade will allow extra capacity 
at the junction “through signi¬ 
ficant upgrades and more tech¬ 
nology”. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon wel¬ 
comed the investment, describing 
it as “fantastic news” for motor¬ 
ists and businesses who, he said, 
had lived with the consequences 
of under investment in roads. 

“We’ll particularly benefit from 
a £50m upgrade, easing conges¬ 
tion, boosting local businesses, 
and benefiting Harlow's Enter¬ 
prise Zone. 


“By fixing Britain’s roads the 
Government is supporting busi¬ 
nesses, helping them to create 
more jobs and making life easier 
for the hardworking taxpayers in 
Harlow who rely on them to get 
around.” 

Cllr Kevin Bentley, deputy lead¬ 
er of Essex County Council and 
cabinet member for economic 
growth and infrastructure, said: 
“The proposed £50m for junction 7 
on the Mil at Harlow will lead to 
significant improvements, but 
given the economic growth we 
expect in Harlow due to the Enter¬ 
prise Zone we will still press for 
an additional junction.” 

Congestion 

“Accidents and incidents on the 
county’s roads cause delays and 
congestion, prolonging journeys, 
adding to costs for businesses and 
ultimately damaging the local 
economy. 

“By investing in our roads to 
improve traffic flow, reduce con¬ 
gestion and improve safety, busi¬ 
nesses can create more jobs and 
further economic growth in Essex. 

“For those reasons I am 
delighted that the Government 


has announced these much-need¬ 
ed improvements.” 

The junction improvements are 
part of a £15bn plan to triple levels 
of spending by the end of the 
decade to increase the capacity 
and condition of England’s 
roads. 

In addition there will be tech¬ 
nology improvements to the Mil 
between junction 8 (Stansted Air¬ 
port) and junction 14 (Cam¬ 
bridge), including emergency 
roadside telephones, signals on 
slip roads, motorway incident 
detection and automatic sig¬ 
nalling, variable message signs, 
CCTV cameras and gantries. 

This work will take place in 
three phases. 

The East of England will benefit 
from a total of 15 new schemes, 
creating an estimated 1,000 con¬ 
struction jobs. 

Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin described the plans 
as the “biggest, boldest and most 
far-reaching roads programme 
for decades”. 

“It will dramatically improve 
the network and unlock Britain’s 
economic potential,” he said. 
“Roads are key to our nation’s 


Rail firm to install new ticket gates at town 
station in £10m improvement programme 


THE train company responsible for services 
through Harlow is to invest more than £10m in 
improvements for passengers using the Cambridge 
to Liverpool Street line. 

As part of the programme announced by Abellio 
Greater Anglia, automatic ticket gates at Harlow 
Town station will be replaced with more efficient 
equipment which will also enable the introduction 
of additional mobile ticketing, print-at-home 
ticketing and future smart ticketing schemes. 

The 24 Class 317/6 trains used on the West 
Anglia routes between London and Hertford, 
Harlow, Bishop’s Stortford and Cambridge will be 
“refreshed”, with new seat covers, repainting of 
the carriage interiors, grab handles and luggage 
racks. 

Forty additional cleaning staff and 10 extra 
customer service staff to provide additional 
assistance and information will also be recruited. 


Wireless mobile public address systems will be 
introduced at eight stations, including Bishop’s 
Stortford and Cambridge, to enable staff to make 
announcements while out on the platforms. 

Jamie Buries, managing director of Abellio 
Greater Anglia, said: “We are totally committed to 
delivering a better service for our customers, 
focusing on those areas they prioritise as 
important. 

“This extensive package of improvements 
represents a major investment in key areas of 
service delivery, including the on-train travelling 
environment, cleaning, seating capacity and 
performance. 

“In a short-term franchise we will now be 
investing over £30m in customer-focused 
enhancements aimed at continuously improving 
the quality of the train service our passengers 
experience.”

for support of Home-Start 


THE important work of the 
charity Home-Start can be seen 
in the story of one young moth¬ 
er. 

Kelly Holte-Smith’s experi¬ 
ence demonstrates how import¬ 
ant the charity can be in the 
lives of young parents and why it 
is essential that it keeps going. 

“I heard about Home-Start 
through a friend,” she said. “I 
was a young mum, I was at 
college in Harlow and I was 
working. I was under pressure 
and I wasn’t coping particularly 
well. 

Kelly, 19, is mum to Tyler, 3, 
pictured right. They have lived 
in Kecksys in Sawbridgeworth 
for just over a year, having pre¬ 
viously been in Takeley and 
Little Hallingbury. 

Kelly said: “They took a lot of 
time to help me and would 
watch my son, taking him to the 
park when I had to do college 
work or a bit of cleaning.” 

Supported by two volunteers 
from Home-Start - Kay and Liz - 
Kelly was able to get her life into 
a manageable position. 

“Liz came over for two hours 
a week and for those two hours I 
felt in control,” she said. “I fin¬ 
ished college and I’ve got my 
certificate [in Level 3 Health 
and Social Care]. They helped 
me get there by being there 
when I needed them most. 

“We stopped [taking help 
from Home-Start] at the begin¬ 
ning of September after around 
four months.” 

Kelly is now enjoying a gap 
year. She plans to go to uni¬ 
versity once Tyler is in primary 
school.

Charity’s vital work relies 
on an army of volunteers 



Nursery supporting appeal 


NONE of the work that any 
charity does is possible 
without a hardy and willing 
band of helpers. 

Gill Woollgar spotted an 
Home-Start advert calling on 
potential volunteers in a 
local newspaper and was 
encouraged to get involved by 
her family. She signed up and 
was inducted on a training 
course and after 10 weeks of 
training met her first family. 

Seven years on, Gill has not 
looked back and has helped 
families with a variety of 
problems on her way to 
becoming a Home-Start trust¬ 
ee. These have ranged from 
helping a deaf couple intro¬ 
duce their well-hearing child 
to proper English to provid¬ 
ing support for a mother who 
was in a women’s refuge fol¬ 
lowing an abusive relation¬ 
ship. 

Gill, 59, said she was never 
scared by any of the issues 
she has come across but 
admitted to being frustrated 
at not being able to provide 
miracle solutions. 

“There is a sense of inad¬ 
equacy and being unable to 
support them in their prob¬ 
lems, but you can make a 
difference and it means more 
to the family than you can 
possibly imagine,” she said. 


“If they are isolated it gives 
them something to look for¬ 
ward to. They might even do 
the vacuuming or tidy the 
place up. You aren’t changing 
lives, but the impact is greater 
than you think. 

“Some of the problems you 
come up against are so 
enormous you can’t do any¬ 
thing. You can’t clear debts 
and if a child is disabled then 
they will be disabled forever, 
but you can point them out to 
other organisations or give 
them good advice.” 

The 30-hour training pro¬ 
gramme all helpers have to 
complete is flexible and can 
be based around the volun¬ 
teer’s individual needs. 

It involves group work, dis¬ 
cussions, case studies and 
role play, where volunteers 
have to work out what they 
would do in a certain situ¬ 
ation. 

Home-Start only accepts 
volunteers who are parents 
themselves as the responsib¬ 
ility can be a lot to take but, as 
Gill testifies, it is well worth 
the effort. 

“I love it. It’s not a hardship 
at all, it’s something I really 
enjoy,” she said. “I like work¬ 
ing with them and the fact I’m 
helping someone at the same 
time is a bonus.” 


YOUNGSTERS and staff at 
Kiddi Caru Day Nursery in 
Harlow showed their support 
for Home-Start’s appeal by 
holding a snowflake-themed 
week. 

Throughout the day, 
children at the Kiln Lane 
nursery took part in a range 
of activities including turning 
a willow arch in the garden 
into an igloo, reading snowy 
stories and taking part in an 
ice play. 

Tots were also able to wear 
their pyjamas and onesies and 
take in their favourite teddy 
bear for an afternoon tea 
party.

First person 
arrested in 
drink-drive 
crackdown 

THE first motorist suspected of 
drink-driving was arrested 
within hours of the launch of 
Essex Police’s annual Christmas 
crackdown on Monday. 

The 24-year-old man, from 
Buckhurst Hill, has been 
released on bail to appear at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
on December 16. 

During this year’s campaign, 
which will run until New Year’s 
Day, patrols will be stepped up in 
towns with bustling night-time 
economies and in rural areas 
where drink-drivers believe they 
have less chance of being 
stopped. 

Checks 

Police will also be increasing 
rush-hour stop checks to catch 
people who could still be over 
the limit the morning after a 
night of drinking. 

As well as breathalysing 
motorists suspected of drink¬ 
driving, officers will be using 
roadside impairment tests to 
check for drugs and targeting 
those who use the road to 
commit other types of crime. 

This year the Essex force has 
teamed up with others to spread 
the message using The Honest 
Truth, an award-winning road 
safety campaign which was 
originally created by Devon and 
Cornwall Police. 

It uses images of drivers with 
the heads of animals to identify 
poor driving habits including 
drink-driving. 


Big stockpile

WINTER is coming but the High¬ 
ways Agency, which manages 
motorways and trunk roads such 
as the Mil and A414, is prepared. 

A giant mound of rock salt sits 
under cover at junction 8 of the 
Mil while teams will be on duty 
round the clock, using vehicles 
fitted with temperature sensors, 
to tackle ice on roads and motor¬ 
ways through precautionary salt¬ 
ing. They also clear any snow that 
settles. 

The Highways Agency salt barn 
can hold up to 5,500 tonnes of the 
stuff and is the biggest of four 
depots in the area. 

Brine 

The gritting vehicles are laden 
with rock salt and a brine mix 
before heading out on pre¬ 
planned routes to spread the mix¬ 
tures across the road surfaces 
behind them. 

Highways Agency winter man¬ 
ager Andy Shilliday said: “We 
have 60 salt-spreading vehicles 
and 70 ploughs. We use detailed 
weather forecasts and treat the 
road network before road tem¬ 
peratures fall below freezing, 
often at night in preparation for 


peak traffic periods. But that 
doesn’t mean people should drive 
as they normally would. In severe 
weather, drivers need to take care 
and plan ahead. 

“We will do all we can to keep 


the roads open during severe 
weather, but if drivers can 
carry out a few simple vehicle 
checks, pack a few important 
winter items and plan journeys, 
we can work together to keep 


the region’s roads moving.” 

Mr Shilliday said they usually 
work at night because that is 
when the temperature drops and 
there are fewer queues or slow- 
moving traffic. If it’s predicted to 


drop really low they will do a 
double treatment,” he said. 

Keith Sullivan, severe weather 
manager for Highways Agency 
area 6 which covers Harlow, said: 
“The Met Office forecast was mild 
up to the end of November. 
They’re saying wet and windy 
into December. Beyond the end of 
December we don’t really know 
yet. It looks like being reasonably 
mild.” 

Snaps 

There have been three cold 
snaps this season so far, prompt¬ 
ing the gritters to go out. 

Mr Sullivan said that it was 
very rare for temperatures to 
swing from 2C (36F) to minus IOC 
(14F) so they build up the number 
of treatments to increase protec¬ 
tion as the temperature drops. 

They have at least three days of 
salt in stock and when that starts 
to go down they order more from a 
salt mine in Cheshire. If for any 
reason the salt mine ran out, the 
Government has access to emer¬ 
gency reserves. 

Mr Sullivan said: “We had 
severe weather in 2009-10 and that 
was our biggest challenge. It was 
just cold and snow over a period of 
weeks. That was the coldest we’ve 
had for 25 years.”

POLICE chiefs in Essex are counting down to the 
start of the festive season with the launch of a T2 
online frauds of Christmas’ campaign. 

Starting with Black Friday which heralded the 
busiest four days of internet shopping of the year, 
the campaign aims to raise awareness of a dozen 
online frauds that have the potential to ruin 
people’s Christmas celebrations. 

Working in partnership with the City of London 
Police, the force is listing the ‘do’s’ and ‘don’ts’ of 
online shopping. 

The campaign is a response to last year’s figures 
which showed tens of thousands of people in the UK 
fell victim to online fraud in the weeks leading up 
to last Christmas. 

So far this year 74 per cent of adults nationwide 
have bought goods or services online. This month 
almost 50 per cent of shoppers are expected to use 
the internet to buy more than half of their Christ¬ 
mas presents. 

While most transactions will be concluded 
without a hitch, it is estimated tens of thousands of 
people across the UK will fall foul of criminals. 

The campaign spotlights auction fraud, holiday 
fraud, loan and investment scams, ticketing fraud, 
donating to charity, mobile malware/malicious 
apps, money transfers, social media scams, dating/ 
romance scams and mobile payments. 

Superintendent Keith Davies, who is head of 
fraud investigation for Essex Police, said: “We fully 
support the campaign and it supports all the work 
we are putting out about fraud prevention. We 
want to highlight to the public that fraud isn’t just 
a scam, it’s a crime.” 

The force will be posting daily tips on its Face- 
book and Twitter channels over the next two 
weeks. 

Commander Steve Head, of the City of London 
Police and National Police Economic Crime Co¬ 
ordinator, added: “Easy access to the internet has 
revolutionised the way we shop and pay for Christ¬ 
mas gifts and festive breaks, and how we go about 
searching for a New Year romance. 

“Unfortunately it has also made us vulnerable to 
crooks that specialise in creating online cons that 
lure people in with the promise of cheap deals and 
stress-free purchasing or that corrupt our smart¬ 
phones, tablets and laptops with computer vir¬ 
uses. 

“The key to staying safe is to understand the 
nature of the threat we face and to have easy access 
to information that will keep us out of the clutches 
of cyber-fraudsters.”

Cllr Ray Gooding, 
cabinet member for 
education and lifelong 
learning, said: “School 
closures are always a 
last resort and we 
appreciate the 
inconvenience they can 
cause. For that reason I 
am delighted we have 
launched this new 
service which will allow 
us to notify parents and 
guardians promptly and 
effectively.” 

Schools have also 
been asked to provide 
information to parents 
about other ways they 
will communicate 
closures.

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A CEREMONY to mark the com¬ 
pletion of construction work on 
Harlow’s new multi-million pound 
University Technical College took 
place this week.

ney we have been on over the past 
three-and-a-half years. I couldn’t 
have wished for a better way to 
end my career in education.” 

Ms Elmasry said: “We have 
been working on the UTC for over 
a year now and I have had the 
pleasure of working with this 
fantastic team who have finally 
helped us across the finish line to 
complete this project.” 

And Mr McKeaveney added: “ I 
always had faith that the team 
would deliver some of the best 
facilities in the country which I 
think are unique. 

“We have over 140 students 
who will move from our altern¬ 


ative accommodation into the 
new building in January and I 
am sure they will be as blown 
away as I am.” 

The UTC offers 14-19 year-olds 
an innovative approach to teach¬

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Terrible way to treat 
unwanted terrapins 


AN animal charity is 
worried that the release of 
the latest Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtle film could 
result in an increase in the 
number of abandoned 
terrapins. 

RSPCA officers fear that 
people who have seen the 
movie may go out and buy 
the turtle-like reptiles when 
they are babies without 
realising how big they can 
grow and the care they 
need. 

Terrapins eat special food 
and need a carefully 
controlled environment to 
live in. They can grow to the 
size of a dinner plate and 
live as long as 30 years. 

Already the charity is 
reporting instances of them 
being dumped by people 
who no longer want to look 
after them. 

“Sadly, many owners who 
buy exotic pets on impulse 


after seeing a film or TV show 
don’t find out how to care for 
the animals first,” said an 
RSPCA spokeswoman. “We 
would discourage anyone 
from buying any pet on a 
whim and strongly urge 
people to think carefully 
before buying an exotic pet.” 

She added: “Terrapins are 
complicated animals to care 
for. What we’re seeing is that 
unfortunately people, when 
they get fed up of them and 
they don't want to look after 
them anymore, dump them in 
ponds and waterways. 

“Releasing unwanted exotic 
pets into the wild is cruel and 
illegal. Most exotic pets are 
unlikely to be able to survive 
in the wild in Britain and 
non-native species could pose 
a serious threat to our native 
wildlife.” 

Last year the RSCPA got 
more than 1,200 calls about 
the little reptiles. 


TERRAPIN 
FACT FILE 


■ Terrapins are 
semi-aquatic so 
they need a pool to 
swim in and also 
areas of dry land for 
basking. 

■ As with other 
reptiles, terrapins 
must have access to 
ultravioleyt (UV) light 
to stay healthy. 

■ Terrapins use the 
external 
environment to 
control their body 
temperature so their 
tank must provide a 
basking light and 
suitable temperature 
gradient to allow 
them to regulate 
their temperature.

MAGIC and adventure conies to

The curse means that on her 
16th birthday the princess will 
prick her finger on a spinning 
wheel and die, although the 
curse is lessened by another 
fairy so that she would sleep for 
100 years. 

“We sort of stay faithful to the 
original story,” Paul added. 

“The basic principles I think 
are unshakeable - the spinning 
wheel, sleep for a hundred 
years, wall of thorns - but I have 
put a different spin on it that I 
think makes our telling of the 
story really interesting and 
engaging.” 


A 21-strong cast, ranging from 
10 to over 50, will be taking to 
the stage to bring Sleeping 
Beauty to life. 

Paul said: “We have a real lix 
of experiences and ages and it’s 
working a treat. I think the 
younger members are very 
important to this production. 

“We have a few weeks left 
until the first performance and 
while we have a lot left to do, the 
cast are working very hard and 
doing a terrific job.” 

The director, who is no 
stranger to the stage himself 
having performed in countless 
productions at Victoria Hall, 
said audiences could expect a 
great story “with a bit of magic 


and an adventure thrown in to 
boot”. 

He added: “I’m really excited. 
I think this Sleeping Beauty has 
the potential to be a real 
cracker.”

irds of a feather somersault, karate kick and bicker 
together in Eric Darnell and Simon J Smith's misfiring 
computer-animated spin-off from the Madagascar films. 
Frenetic and fast-paced, Penguins Of Madagascar 
initially sketches the back story of the four plucky 
Antarctic critters with a beak for adventure through the lens of a 
documentary film crew, who are keen to observe the flightless 
birds in their treacherous natural habitat. 

The script soon fast-forwards to the conclusion of Madagascar 
3: Europe's Most Wanted and literally blasts the penguins into an 
outlandish spy caper replete with a menagerie of animal co-stars 
that should be a merchandiser's dream this Christmas. 

The colour-saturated animation is a feast for the eyes and there 
are a few neat visual gags such as the penguins' novel approach to 
navigating a zebra crossing undetected. 

However, the four lead characters, who are boundlessly 
charming in small doses as sidekicks, grate slightly as heroes of 
their own half-baked story. 

Hopefully the adorable Minions from the Despicable Me series 
will dodge a similar fate when they graduate to the limelight in a 
self-titled feature next summer. 

Skipper (voiced by Tom McGrath) leads a crack squad 
comprising Kowalski (Chris Miller), Rico (Conrad Vernon) and 
Private (Christopher Knights) on a daring mission to break into 
Fort Knox in search of treasure: a luminous orange snack called 
Cheezy Dibbles. 

From the offset, goofball Private is identified as the black 
penguin of the operation. 

"He's sort of our secretary-slash-mascot," observes Skipper. 

The hunt for Cheezy Dibbles leads the penguins into the 
clutches of nefarious octopus Dr Octavius Brine (John 
Malkovich), who intends to take over the world using his 
mutation serum. 

Thankfully, Skipper and co escape and a subsequent chase with 
hench-octopi along the canals of Venice leads the penguins into 
the company of a grey wolf called Classified (Benedict 
Cumberbatch), who works for an elite inter-species task force 
known as North Wind. 

Fellow agents include harp seal demolitions expert Short Fuse 
(Ken Jeong), snowy owl intelligence analyst Eva (Annet 
Mahendru) and plucky polar bear Corporal (Peter Stormare). 



The unlikely heroes join forces to defeat their tentacled 
arch-nemesis, but this collaboration will amount to nothing 
unless Skipper allows Private to discover the hero within. 

Penguins Of Madagascar exhibits a similar lack of invention as 
the films which gave birth to Skipper, Kowalski, Rico and Private.

here are two ways of 
approaching Christmas 
shopping: You either 
dread it, put it off and 
then do it begrudgingly 
or you embrace it, get on with it 
and maybe, just maybe, even 
enjoy it. 

The latter was the approach I 
decided to go for on a trip to 
Oxford Street at the weekend, 
one of the most famous shopping 
streets in the world. After all, if 
you can’t make the most of 
visiting stores like Selfridges, 
and John Lewis in this famous 
old street, why bother going at 
all? 

Before braving the masses, we 
made sure we were properly 
fortified by indulging in a special 
festive afternoon tea at Lanes Of 
London in Park Lane, just along 
from Hyde Park Corner. Lots of 
London’s high-end hotels do 
afternoon tea and they’re mostly 
pretty posh affairs where 
everyone is in their finery and 
on their best behaviour.

Selfridges really is a different 
shopping experience. It is vast 
place, but it’s stylish with it, 
packed full of beautifully 
presented displays. We had a 
mooch round the very 
impressive confectionery section 
which has an array of chocolates 
and sweets that Willy Wonka 
would be proud of. 

That’s just the tip of the 
shopping iceberg in Selfridges, 
which boasts extensive clothes, 
beauty, bag, kids and tech/home 
sections as well as the world’s 
largest shoe department. 

To help you navigate your way 
through this vast arena of retail 
opportunities this Christmas, the 
store has set up the Elfridges 


department where Selfridges 
Eflridges, who have an 
encyclopaedic knowledge of 
every item in the store, can help 
you find what you want and 
provide inspiration for last 
minute gifts. A complimentary 
service for gift lists big or small, 
it’s a must for anyone befuddled 
by the festive season.

After that, we retreated to the 
Hotel Chocolat bar in the 
garden, got ourselves a hot 
chocolate and looked over the 
wonderful views of London at 
dusk, the Christmas lights 
turning the city into a sparkling 
wonderland. 

There were plenty more shops 


to visit along Oxford Street but 
we were spent, both physically 
and financially. 

Our final destination was to 
the Scoff & Banter restaurant at 
The Berkshire Hotel, tucked 
away in a side street off Oxford 
Street. It was a happy retreat 
from the shopping frenzy. We got 
a very warm welcome from the 
friendly, helpful staff which was 
a relief after hours on the go. 

The dinner menu was very 
impressive, a mixture of 
traditional and contemporary 
dishes, all very reasonably 
priced for central London and in 
relaxed surroundings.

PICK UP A PENGUIN: Darryl and his family meet Monty 
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TAILS FROM THE CHEESE PLATE: 1 
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The unctious DELIGHT of a well-ripened soft cheese 


LAST month, we wrote about Cheddars, this time 
let's go soft. 

BLOOMY rind and rind washed cheeses are made the same way 
with one main difference; both are drained cheeses. 

This involves the cheese-maker blending the milk with salt, 
starters and just ladling the mixture into moulds, 
then letting the whey drain away naturally. 

The cheese sets and in the case of bloomy rinded 
cheeses, the cheese is dusted with a bacteria called 
penicillin Candida. 

Originally designed as a protective layer, it is 
perfectly safe to eat; In many cases, it is now very 
much part of the cheese. Interestingly, if a bloomy 
style cheese goes over date you will note a hint of 
ammonia. 

With respects to ripeness of a bloomy cheese, you 
cannot bring it on by leaving it out of the fridge, a soft 
cheese matures from the outside into the centre. 

Another good indication of ripeness is the size of the 
core; if you keep it un-refrigerated, the core will just slide out and 
you will also risk your cheese developing listeria; time is the only 
factor to serve the perfect ripe soft cheese. 

In the case of French soft cheeses, look for the AOC mark 
(appellation origin controlee) a national standard regime that 
guarantees the quality of your cheese. 

Bries in themselves are not protected, as the title only describes 
the style, however Brie de Meaux, Brie Nanges, Brie Rouzaire are 
specifically in their full names. 

If you ever come across a cheese called Tunworth, made by the 


Hampshire cheese company, when ripe, knocks spots off any French 
Brie style. This delicious soft cheese won the best British cheese 
award, at the 2013 Nantwich cheese festival. 

Rind washed cheeses are made in exactly the same way but not 
Candida dusted. These styles are washed or soaked in fluid which 
can be brine, beer, wine or another flavoured solution. 

Having moisture added to the cheese, the bacteria gets a second 
kick start and develops a pungent aroma and 
taste. This is very much the case in the famous 
English cheese called Stinking Bishop; however, 
not so called because it is stinky and made in an 
abbey. This cheese is rind-washed with a perry, 
the particular perry is made from a pear variety 
called stinking bishop, a heritage pear that 
Charles Martell grows in his orchard. 

Many cheeses have great stories, one such 
story involves a French cheese called Morbier. It 
is said that when the French had a milk tax, the 
farmers would use the morning milking and 
only fill their moulds halfway. They then covered 
the moulds with a thin layer of ash and when 
inspected would only notice the ash in the 


Once the visit was over, the farmers would pour the afternoon’s 
milk over the layer and mature the cheese. The bottom layer would 
be creamier, a Morbier fan would know which way up the cheese 
should be served! I personally look at the label! 

Soft cheeses, properly stored, served in their prime are delightful. 
At this time of the year, look out for a seasonal French/Swiss cheese 
called Vacherin Mont Dor, you will not be disappointed! 

Christmas is coming, so next time I’ll give you the blues!

Yates recalls horror 
injury after tragedy 

Harlow Town batsman’s helmet warning to players

RONNIE Yates has called on 
young cricketers to always wear a 
helmet - after he ended up in 
hospital when he was hit by a 
super-fast delivery when he 
wasn’t wearing one. 

It was back in 2003 when a 
young Yates angered Harlow 
Town Cricket Club chairman Stu¬ 
art Alderson by ignoring his 
wishes to wear a helmet. 

He was hit straight in the face 
by the ball and was rushed to 
hospital. 

The question of safety in crick¬ 
et has been highlighted by the 
death of Australian Test cricketer 
Philip Hughes. 

He was wearing a helmet, 
however, but the ball caught him 
at the top of the neck. He died in 
hospital just days later and his 
funeral was held yesterday (Wed¬ 
nesday). 

Yates (29), is now a first team 
player at the Ash Tree Field club, 
and he was just 19 when he 
suffered his head injury, and 
knows how lucky he was. 

He said: “Kids have to wear 
helmets up to the age of 16 and 
then it’s down to the individual if 
they wear them or not. 

“It was one of the first times I 
didn’t wear my helmet when I got 
it in the face and since then, 
regardless of whether it be it in a 
match or nets, I have and always 
will wear a helmet.” 

Alderson was furious with 
Yates at the time. 

Scolding 

He said: “He received a short, 
sharp scolding from me but being 
19 there was little I could do to 
stop him. 

“He played in the first XI at the 
time, and we entertained a SNEL 
division one team in a T20 com¬ 
petition, well you can guess what 
happened, he took one flush in the 
face and ended up in hospital and 
was extremely lucky not to suffer 
serious damage, making a full 
recovery - much to my relief. He 
has of course worn a helmet ever 
since.” 

The chairman stressed 
nowadays safety is paramount at 
the Elizabeth Way club. 

“The club provides helmets for 
all juniors and regularly renews 
them, these items are expensive 
and it is unfair to expect parents 
to purchase new helmets every 
year as the juniors grow so 
quickly. 

“The challenge for me is when 
the juniors reach 18, as by the laws 
they are no longer required to 
wear a helmet, it becomes option¬ 
al. 

“This is a real issue for me, as I 
believe the wearing of helmets 
from an early age, which I agree is 
vital, does encourage some lazy 
behaviour from batters in term of 
technique and their ability to play 
and or avoid the short ball. So to 
spend all those years being told to 
wear a helmet, only for them to be 
allowed to remove it at the age of 


18 is a fundamentally flawed 
approach in my view.” 

“Although these days most of 
the juniors when they get to U13 
possess their own helmet. 

“We are very strict with the 
juniors where hard ball cricket is 
concerned. Regardless of the situ¬ 
ation, match, practice or gener¬ 
ally fooling around after games, if 
they are using a hard ball they are 
not allowed to participate unless 
they wear a helmet, even if they 


are simply having throw downs in 
the nets. We take their safety 
extremely seriously. 

“The club adopted the wearing 
of helmets policy for juniors as 
soon as it was introduced some 
years ago. 

Ridicule 

“Personally I was raised in an 
era where helmets were non-exist¬ 
ent in club cricket, in fact I do 
remember the early days when 


senior players started wearing 
helmets at club cricket, most were 
subject to ridicule and generally 
friendly banter. 

“During those early years I did 
receive the odd glancing blow 
including being hit flush on the 
nose in a net session. 

“I rarely wear a helmet even 
now, although as a result of fading 
eyesight and reflexes it has 
increased in recent years. 

“I would certainly never con¬ 



sider standing up to the stumps 
when keeping these days without 
a helmet, no matter how uncom¬ 
fortable and awkward it feels. 

“Within the first few moments 
of the sad announcement of the 
death of Phil Hughes the whole of 
the cricket community, profes¬ 
sional and amateur, was united in 
its sadness and loss of a talented 
young man who was clearly loved 
by his family and team mates. 

“I read that it is described as a 
freak incident and that the cause 
is very, very rare. He was of course 
wearing a helmet at the time and I 
am sure the helmet was of high 
quality so it is difficult to gauge 
the impact this will have on crick¬ 
et going forward. I also have con¬ 
cerns for the impact this will have 
on the bowler who will need to live 
with this for the rest of his life, he 
will need support and plenty of 
it. 

“Recreational cricket is already 
losing players from the game and I 
am sure there are many reasons 
why this is the case. No one wants 
to see incidents like this in any 
sport and when it happens in a 
sport like cricket, it does shake 
you up and I do fear for the impact 
this will have on the game going 
forward.” 



President 
calls for 
‘bouncer’ 
restriction 

HARLOW Cricket Club president 
Alan Howick has called for a 
further restriction on the 
number of bouncers allowed in 
the Shepherd Neame Essex 
League in the light of the Philip 
Hughes tragedy. 

Hughes died just days after 
being struck on the head by a 
fast delivery from Sean Abbott in 
an inter-state match. 

Howick (pictured above), who 
celebrates 50 years’ involvement 
with the Marigolds club next 
year, would also like to see a 
helmet offering more protection 
to the lower back part of 
batsmen’s heads. 

Up to the age of 18 juniors 
have strict regulations on the 
wearing of helmets, but after 
that cricketers can make up 
their own mind. 

“All children have to wear 
crash helmets. Hughes had worn 
an old style helmet and it hit 
him on the top of the neck. I just 
feel sorry for the bowler. The 
trauma he will have suffered, 
and it was not his fault,” he said. 

Howick would like to see 
common sense prevail, with 
bowlers considering the 
consequences before a barrage of 
bouncers. 

Danger 

“I don’t want to see guys 
dressed in armour. It’s not a 
contact sport, but all sport has a 
level of danger which is 
understandable,” said Howick. 

“You think when the West 
Indies had four homicidal 
maniacs bowling 90mph and that 
was pre-helmets. They 
introduced the box well before 
they wore helmets. It took a long 
time for them to realise that 
your brains were in your head 
rather than your balls.” 

Howick recalls former Essex 
and Harlow player Andy 
McGarry bowling some express 
deliveries, but generally the only 
dangerous balls he has seen in 
league matches were when a 
young Turk from another club 
was trying to make a name for 
himself after stepping up to the 
first team. 

“McGarry had a quicker ball 
which would rear up. It wasn’t 
vindictive. He just wanted to ask 
questions. Some [other] guys 
want to make an impression. 
They want to hurt people, but 
maybe it’s just bravado. 

“I have always been a little bit 
unhappy with the use of 
bouncers. The bails are at waste 
height - not at the head. 

“I don’t like it when fast 
bowlers are described as having 
a weapon. It’s not really cricket. 
The use of bouncers is highly 
dangerous.” 
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Hawks must work at it 
if they want to go up!

BOSS Danny Chapman expects an 
immediate response from his 
Hawks after watching this sea¬ 
son’s 20-match unbeaten Ryman 
North run come to an end with a 1-
